A YOUNG couple were threatened and mugged 
in Harlow in the early hours of the morning 
after returning from a birthday celebration in 
London. 

Police investigating the robbery, which took 
place shortly before lam on Tuesday, are hoping 
passengers on a passing bus may have seen what 
happened. 

Two teenagers threatened the 20-year-old man 
and his 19-year-old partner as they were walking 
near Burnt Mill Academy in First Avenue. 

The young woman, who asked not to be named, 
told the Star they had been celebrating her birth¬ 
day in London and taken the last train home. As 
they were walking through Harlow Town Park 
and up School Lane to First Avenue they were 


DETECTIVES have launched a 
manhunt after a woman was subjected 
to a serious sexual assault in Harlow 
Town Park on Sunday afternoon. 

The victim, who is in her 40s and 
from the Harlow area, was pulled into 
a wooded area of the park and attacked 
at 4.30pm. 

Police said the woman had met the 
man earlier in the day. She is now 
being looked after by Essex Police’s 
sexual offences investigation team. 

Detective Inspector Terry Balding 
said: “After the incident the victim ran 
off down the path towards School 
Lane. The man then pulled up in his 
silver car and asked her to get in but 
she shouted at him and walked off 
along First Avenue. 

“She saw a white man and woman, 
who she thinks were in their 50s who 
may have seen or heard their exchange. 
I would really like them to contact my 
team as they may be able to help with 
information into the investigation.”

approached by the suspects. 

“They came up to us and just kept saying ‘what 
you got, what you got?’,” she said. “I couldn’t 
believe it. I just kept thinking this can’t happen 
on my birthday. 

“They said they had a shank [a knife] but we 
couldn’t see it. They shouted that they were going 
to rape me and we decided we weren’t going to 
have any of it.” 

The muggers snatched the man’s white iPhone 
and tried to punch him but failed to make con¬ 
tact. They then ran away. 

The father of the male victim said: “It is no 
longer safe to walk the streets of Harlow at night. 

“I would like to thank Essex County Council 


and Essex Police who have supported the initia¬ 
tive for switching off the street lights in Harlow. 
This gave the muggers the cover of darkness from 
which to make their attack. 

“My advice for people travelling home at night 
is do not walk the streets after the lights are 
switched off.” 

An Arriva 510 bus en route to Stansted had just 
passed by the scene and police want to talk to 
anyone on board who may have seen anything 
suspicious. 

One of the suspects is described as white, aged 
17-18, around 5ft llins tall and had dark brown 
short hair. He was wearing a white Adidas T-shirt 
with a big, black logo on the front and light grey 
jogging bottoms. 

His accomplice is white, aged 17-18, around 5ft 
lOins tall, of slim build with short, light brown 
hair, acne and freckles. He was wearing a dark 
grey hooded top which was zipped up the middle.

Police appeal 
for witnesses 
to incident of 
racial abuse 

WITNESSES to an 
alleged incident of 
racial abuse in Harlow 
town centre on Friday 
are being sought by 
police “as a matter of 
urgency”. 

A 22-year-old man 
from Harlow was 
arrested following the 
incident which 
happened outside Asda 
in The Water Gardens at 
about 8pm. 

According to police, 
several members of the 
public were subjected to 
“a stream” of racial 
abuse, 

The man arrested by 
police was questioned 
on suspicion of a 
racially aggravated 
public order offence 
and released on bail 
until August 26 while 
enquiries continue. 

Inspector Neil 
Armstrong, of the 
Neighbourhood Crime 
Team, said: “This was a 
particularly unpleasant 
incident.”

The suitcase was purchased on 
Tuesday, luly 8 and returned on 
Friday, luly 11. 

Mrs Spooner, whose husband is a 
UKIP councillor for Harlow, is pre¬ 
pared to offer a reward for the return 
of the items and is urging people 
who bought a suitcase from TK Maxx 
to check it.

Hospital parking fees are a 
stealth tax to subsidise NHS 

SIR I am grateful to Ian Kennett ( Letters, 
July 24) as I know that he writes with 
sincerity, even if we disagree. 

My campaign against hospital car parking 
charges for both staff and patients does not 
seek to take money from hospitals. I have 
urged the NHS to use more generic rather 
than branded drugs which would easily 
pay for the cost of free parking. 

For example, if statins were generic rather 
than branded drugs this would raise £200m 
- the estimated cost of getting rid of 
hospital car parking charges. 

The last Labour government signed 
numerous NHS hospital private finance 
deals with big companies, leading to 
extortionate NHS car parking charges up 
and down the country. Some Harlow 
residents have been paying up to £500 a 
week visiting hospitals in London. 

Across England, nurses currently pay an 
average of £200 per month for parking and 
the average for patients is £40 a week. 

In 2010 the current coalition government 
published a document saying that hospital 
car parking charges should be 
proportionate and fair. This is far from the 
case. It was never envisaged that patients 
with cars - often with children, the elderly 
or infirm - would have to pay a stealth tax 
to subsidise the NHS. 

That is why I am campaigning to scrap, or 
at least reduce, hospital car parking charges 
and why I set up the website www.

Zero tolerance approach will 
deter travellers returning 

SIR As someone who was faced with 
living 50 yards from a group of travellers, I 
have to commend the efforts of Harlow 
Council which put extensive effort into 
preventing access to the area in the weeks 
before and acted quickly to enforce the 
relevant legislation when their measures 
failed and the invasion succeeded. 

The same, unfortunately, cannot be said 
of Essex Police. The convoy was blocking a 
public highway for at least an hour while 
the police looked on and a chainsaw or 
angle grinder was used to remove 15 feet 
of hedgerow and a bollard long after the 
policehad been informed and arrived in 
the vicinity. 

I say ‘in the vicinity’ because, as a 
neighbour had been threatened whilst 
walking his dog, I wasn’t about to go and 
see where they actually were. 

It seems to be the case that once a group 
has moved onto the land it becomes the 
landowner’s problem and the police can 
declare themselves unable to help. This 
means the bills arrive at the town hall, not 
at police headquarters. 

We read recently in the Star that the 
council is investigating what laws can be 
employed to deal with the problem on a 
more permanent basis. I would suggest 
that if the police actually employed 
current laws to prevent the initial 
invasion, the people in question would no 
longer regard this town as an easy place to 
set up camp. 

A zero tolerance campaign from the 
moment the next convoy of travellers 
arrives in the town would, I am sure, deter 
them from coming back.

All but six councillors have 
failed to acknowledge letter 

SIR Following the local election in which 
twice as many people did not vote as voted 
in total for all the candidates, I sent an 
email to each of the 33 councillors about 
the way local democracy was being 
undermined.

98 roads in Harlow 
on urgent repair list

ESSEX County Council has 
published a list of 700 local 
roads it has earmarked for 
repair in a £17.5m mainte¬ 
nance programme - including 
98 in Harlow. 

The roads have been identi¬ 
fied as in need of urgent atten¬ 
tion and County Hall has dou¬ 
bled the number of crews to 
undertake the work. 

County councillor Rodney 
Bass, cabinet member for 
highways and transportation, 
said: “These roads are in 
urgent need of repair and we 
are making the manpower 
available to get the job done. 

“We have recently doubled 
the number of maintenance 
crews to 36 to bring the coun¬ 
ty’s roads up to standard.” 

The 36 crews will also fix all 
current carriageway defects 
on the main roads (priority 1 
and priority 2 networks) and 
rural local roads by the end of 
March next year. 

Essex County Council 
divides its highways network 
into three categories: 

• county route (priority 1) - 
strategic roads with the high¬ 
est volumes of traffic; 

• county route (priority 2) - 
roads which provide an essen¬ 
tial traffic management func¬ 
tion between the priority 1 
network and local roads; 

• local roads -all other roads 
maintained by the authority. 

The council’s latest figures 
show that in Harlow the num¬ 
ber of potholes on priority 1 
roads has increased in three 
months to July from 64 to 89, 
with defects on local roads 
going up from 632 in the three 
months to March to 654.

Road rage killer back in 
jail for dangerous driving 


A MOTORIST who served a prison 
sentence for a road rage crash in 
Harlow in 2004 in which a seven- 
week-old baby girl died is back 
behind bars after committing anoth¬ 
er driving offence. 

David Waterman was jailed for 21 
months and banned from driving for 
five years after a court heard how he 
pursued a pedestrian with whom he 
had an argument and forcing him to 
leap into a rose bush to get out of the 
way. 

St Albans Crown Court heard that 
Waterman was working in a shop in 
Bishop’s Stortford on January 8 last 
year when he was involved in the 
argument with Callum McCrimmon. 

As he left the premises Mr McCri¬ 
mmon encountered Waterman’s wife 
and told her to “have a word” with her 
husband. She alleged he threatened 
her and pulled out a Stanley knife, 
something Mr McCrimmon denied. 

Giving evidence, Mr McCrimmon 
said he was walking down the road 
when he heard Waterman’s car. “The 
vehicle was coming from behind,” he 
said. “I could hear the engine, I leaped 
out of the way. 

“He was half on the road and half on 
the pavement. He stopped. The car 
was very close. I was really mad.” 

Mr McCrimmon said he went to the 
driver’s side of the car. “He wound the 
window up, reversed and laughed at

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me like it was a complete game. He 
reversed so he could have a good run 
up.” 

He said he ran into his neighbour’s 
garden in Haymeads Lane and 
jumped into a rose bush as Waterman 
drove at him again. 

Waterman, of Walnut Drive, Bishop’s 
Stortford, denied wanting to harm Mr 
McCrimmon but admitted he wanted 
to “scare the life out of him”. 

“I was not trying to hit him,” he said. 
“I wanted him to realise he shouldn’t 
mess with my family.” 

The jury cleared Waterman of 
intending to cause grievous bodily 
harm. He admitted dangerous driv¬ 
ing. 

At Chelmsford Crown Court in 2005, 
Waterman - then 24 and living in Bury 
Road, Old Harlow - was sentenced to 
10 years in jail for deliberately ram¬ 
ming another car and pushing it into 
the path of oncoming traffic on the 
A414 in Harlow on March 29, 2004. 

In the car were Gary Bradshaw, his 
wife Lindi and their seven-week-old 
daughter Tara. Mr and Mrs Bradshaw 
survived the collision but their baby 
sustained fatal head injuries. 

Waterman claimed he was not driv¬ 
ing the car but was convicted by a 


jury 

At the time judge Rodger Hayward 
told Waterman: “You have told lie 
after lie after lie. You have shown no 
remorse whatsoever for what you did. 

“This was an appalling and deliber¬ 
ate piece of driving which culminated 
in a fatal collision. You knew perfectly 
well you had caused a serious acci¬ 
dent. 

“You later described to work col¬ 
leagues and others what had hap¬ 
pened ... but you didn’t stop. Instead, 
you sped off and went to work.” 

Tara’s devastated parents said after 
that case ended: “David Waterman 
will never truly understand or realise 
the pain and hurt he has put us 
through. 

“Having to watch our precious child 
lie in hospital knowing that she was 
not going to make it was the most 
painful thing we have ever had to 
experience.” 

Referring to Waterman, they said: 
“He has never showed any sympathy 
or remorse for what he has done to our 
lives. He has lied about everything. 
David Waterman is a cruel and heart¬ 
less person. 

“He has smirked at us, grinned, 
winked, laughed and even blown a 
kiss. We hate him so much for what he 
has done to our lives. This is some¬ 
thing he will never realise or feel sorry 
for.”

MR criticises senior 
police for failing to 
deal with travellers

SENIOR police officers are using 
human rights and equalities legisla¬ 
tion as a “barrier to action” over 
travellers in Harlow, according to 
town’s Conservative MP. 

Robert Halfon, who has sent 1,000 
letters to residents addressing the 
matter, made the comments follow¬ 
ing a meeting with Essex Police and 
Crime Commissioner Nick Alston 
during which he addressed concerns 
over illegal traveller encampments at 
sites in the town. 

It was arranged by Mr Halfon who 
also invited local and county coun¬ 
cillors as well as other representatives 
of the community to attend the meet¬ 
ing and visit the sites. 

“The impression that I had was that 
whilst Harlow police officers are 
doing everything possible, senior 
Essex police officers are using human 
rights and equalities legislation as a 
barrier to action and have been 
inconsistent with dealing with the 
different traveller sites,” he told the 
Star.

“There is more than enough legisla¬ 
tion to deal with illegal traveller 
encampments. It is also important to 
remember that where there is a will, 
there is a way.” 

He added: “I am continuing to make 
representations to all authorities to 
encourage them to use the law to its 
full force. Believe me, if I could wave a 
magic wand I would have done it a 
long time ago. 

“The police should have a zero tol¬ 
erance approach to those who spoil 
our town and break the law. If this 
had happened at the start we might 
not be facing our current problems.” 


Mr Alston, who was elected as the 
county’s police and crime commis¬ 
sioner in November 2012, said he felt 
there had been a “frank and open 
exchange of views” at the meeting. 

He said: “Unfortunately, I had along 
standing and pre-existing commit¬ 
ment which meant that I was not able 
to join the tour. 

“I will continue to listen to the voic¬ 
es of all the communities of Essex 
and my own actions will be deter¬ 
mined by a clear set of principles.” 

Mr Alston added: “Firstly, my expec¬ 
tation is that Essex Police continues 
to deal with illegality and unlawful 
behaviour fairly and firmly, acting on 
the basis of the available evidence. 

“Secondly, there needs to be co¬ 
ordinated working between all the 
parties and, thirdly, councils across 
the country are encouraged to ensure 
there is adequate provision for travel¬ 
lers in their area. 

“I am disappointed that there is not 
a single transit site for travellers in 
our county,as the provision of such 
an area might help to prevent some of 
the frustration which we are seeing in 
Harlow.”

Tories beaten 
in attempt to

Cllr loel Charles, deputy leader of 
Harlow Conservatives, said: “Only a Con¬ 
servative government promises to rene¬ 
gotiate Britain’s relationship in Europe 
and offer Harlow the final say with an 
in-out referendum. 

“Labour councillors proved they are not 
interested in what residents have to say 
on the European Union. 

“By taking down the European Union 
flag and replacing it with the Cross of St 
George we would have sent a message to 
residents that the council is listening to 
them.” 

He added: “It is also important to recap¬ 
ture the Cross of St George from groups 
who use our national flag for the wrong 
reasons. We should not be afraid of cele-

brating our national identity within the 
United Kingdom. 

“There is no longer any legal reason why 
we have to fly the EU flag, so why do we 
do it?” 

He insisted Conservative councillors 
were not anti-European and viewed the 
UK’s relationship with other European 
countries tas important as it is with all 
our other global neighbours.” 

After the meeting, Harlow Council lead¬ 
er Ion Clempner responded: “The last 
time I checked, the country that Harlow 
was in was the United Kingdom. It’s even 
in the name of the party that this motion 
seems to be designed to appeal to. 

“We already fly the Union lack outside 
the Civic Centre and elsewhere in the 
town and I have no objection to flying the 
Cross of St George on those occasions 
that warrant it - such as on St George’s 
day. 

“In short, this motion is clearly designed 
for narrow political posturing, is flawed 
in its reasoning, and quite frankly is 
unnecessary.”

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Stopping rail trespassers in their tracks 


BRITISH Transport Police is 
cracking down on trespassing 
on railways across Essex as 
part of a national campaign. 

There have been three 
reported incidents of tresp¬ 
assing in Harlow this year. 

They include a person 
walking off the platform, a 
man being spotted in bushes 
by the side of the track and 
another involving a teenage 
boy who got onto the track 
and hid behind a portable 
building before being found 
by officers. 

Nationally, as many as 14 
children and young adults a 
day take a risk by trespassing 
on the railway. More than half 


of all railway trespassers are 
aged 14- 25. 

The new Operation Intruder 
campaign places an emphasis 
on prevention rather than 
punishment. 

During the next few weeks 
transport police will be targ¬ 
eting trespass hotspots. They 
will carry out increased 
patrols in a bid to ward off 
would-be trespassers who 
either think the track is a 
place to congregate or 
commit vandalism. 

BTP is enlisting the help of 
other police forces and the 
rail industry, including the 
use of helicopters, to report 
trespassers. Officers will also 


report any damage to railway 
property for repair. 

Chief Inspector Tom 
Naughton said: “Children and 
young adults need to 
understand the dangers of the 
railway. 

“While taking trespassers 
through the courts remains 
open to BTP, the main focus 
of this campaign is prevention 
- stopping people getting on 
the track in the first place. 

“Our officers have already 
visited a number of schools to 
warn children and we need 
parents to play their part in 
making children aware of 
how dangerous a place the 
railway can be.”

Police act to help victims of domestic abuse 


ESSEX Police has used new 
legislation to protect women 
believed to be at risk of domes¬ 
tic violence 54 times since the 
system went live eight weeks 
ago. 

Superintendents have auth¬ 
orised the use of Domestic 
Violence Protection Notices in 
cases where reports have been 
received of domestic-related 
incidents but there has been 
insufficient evidence to charge 
suspects with a crime. 

The notices can order the 
suspects to leave the premises 
where the incident occurred, 
prevent them from entering 


the homes of the alleged vic¬ 
tims and stop them from mak¬ 
ing any further contact with 
them, as well as further provi¬ 
sions. 

Adam Hunt, head of legal 
services at Essex Police, said: 
“We have set up a new legal 
team to handle all of these 
cases and it is testament to 
their expertise and knowledge 
that every single DVPO appli¬ 
cation we have taken to court 
so far has been approved. 

“We will continue to put 
together the best possible case 
in support of our officers who 
are making use of this new 


legislation to protect vulnera¬ 
ble women and men.” 

Detective Inspector Nick 
Burston, of Essex Police public 
protection unit, said: “A DVPO 
can bridge the gap in provid¬ 
ing immediate emergency 
protection to a victim where 
there is a risk of violence. 

“If someone breaches a 
notice they can be subject to 
immediate arrest and can 
then be remanded in custody 
to appear before a court for a 
full order to be considered.” 

A breach of an order can lead 
to a maximum fine of £5,000 or 
a two-month prison sentence. 


RAF fighter jets 
are scrambled as 
plane falls silent

RAF fighter jets were scrambled and flights 
in and out of Stansted Airport were sus¬ 
pended after the pilot of a private plane 
forgot a radio frequency! 

The Ministry of Defence said that two 
Typhoon planes from RAF Coningsby in 
Lincolnshire accompanied the civilian 
plane flying into Stansted last Wednesday 
evening. 

An Essex Police spokesman said: 
“Military jets were deployed on a precau¬ 
tionary basis when a private jet was divert¬ 
ed to Stansted. This was due to a loss of 
communication with the aircraft. 

“The aircraft landed safely at Stansted at 
7.49pm. All three people who were on 
board have been spoken to by police. It was 
established that everything was in order 
and the police response was stood down.” 

A spokesman for the airport said that the 
incident was the result of an incoming 
Gulfstream IV jet losing communication 
with air traffic control at Stansted. 

The fighter jets continued to circle over 
the area until the American-registered 
N990EA plane had landed and taxied off 
the runway. 

The spokesman said that the runway was 
closed for about 15 minutes, during which 
time all departures and arrivals were sus¬ 
pended. 

A scheduled Ryanair flight from Alicante 
in Spain, which was due to arrive at 8pm, 
was diverted to Luton. 

A loud noise was heard over Harlow, 
Bishop’s Stortford and, Stansted soon after 
7pm. People took to Twitter to repoort 
what thet had seen and heard. 

CB Sound Video Light, of Harlow, tweet¬ 
ed: “lust seen a jet in Harlow flying very 
close to a normal commercial plane over 
Ladyshot area.” 

The MoD said that contrary to reports on 
social media there had not been a sonic 
boom, but this was met with disbelief by 
some. 

But Jon Ward, a pilot, tweeted: “Contrary 
to MoD reports we did get a sonic boom 
this evening, ” 

And Darren King added: “If it wasn’t a 
sonic boom, what was it? Blew the net cur¬ 
tains!”

FILMING of a new reality show set to 
rival The Only Way is Essex has been 
taking place in Harlow.

Moving monologues 
and brutal wrestling 
combine to make an 
emotional evening 

review 

Living with Luke 

Passmores Academy, Harlow 


MOST actors will tell you that they try to be 
truthful in their acting and that they often feel 
exposed on stage. 

Well, no actor will ever demonstrate that 
more than Steve Hannam playing himself, the 
father of his autistic son Luke, in Living With 
Luke. 

Adapted from Mr Hannam's blog by 
playwright Paul T. Davies, (who also directed) 
Living With Luke spotlights the traumas 
experienced by a father who is gradually 
losing emotional contact with his son. It also 
shows the depth of love he has for Luke and 
his struggles to maintain his relationship with 
him as time passes. 

The clever concept of the play was to set 
it in a wrestling ring where wrestler Danson 
Thunderbolt (Steve Hannam's nom de plume) 
has to fight another wrestler - The Autistic 
Shadow - in order to have any contact with 
his son. The Autistic Shadow has allowed Luke 
to drift away into Narnia and will not allow 
Danson to get near him. 

Moving monologues from Danson 
interspersed with some brutal wrestling scenes 
made for an emotional evening. Providing 
insights into autism and, in particular the 
relationship between loving father and autistic 
son, Hannam's speeches were delivered with 
the heartfelt sincerity that can only come from 
someone who is living with a loved one with 
this condition. 

Paul Tyrrell as The Autistic Shadow brought 
all his wrestling experience to bear with some 
terrifying wrestling routines as well as proving 
himself to be a very good actor, incurring the 
wrath of the audience who were encouraged 
to boo him by Shane Whitworth as the referee 
who also gave us some humour playing a 
number of other bewigged characters. 

Luke himself was played by Ben Maytham, 
an accomplished actor who portrayed the 
autistic son with great sensitivity and, with 
his studied movements, speech patterns and 
reactions to his father, gave us some insight 
into the condition. 

Most of the plaudits, however, should go 
to Hannam for such a brave and bravura 
performance and having the courage to offer 
us glimpses of his life with Luke and all the joy 
and heartache that it brings. 

Thanks to the playwright's skill,there were 
lots of very funny moments to enjoy, without 
which the sadness of the story might have 
become unbearable but it is true to say that 
by the time the cast took their richly deserved 
standing ovation, most of the audience were 
in tears. 

Living With Luke was a wonderful evening's 
theatre thanks to some great writing and 
directing, brilliant staging, intense acting and, 
above all, its subject matter. 

Autism is a little understood condition and 
too few people have any knowledge of it. 

This play deserves a much wider audience and 
should be taken to schools and festivals but 
this requires money. 

The Arts Council and other funding bodies 
should be looking at this and giving Living 
With Luke the help it deserves.

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The threat to 

allotments 


THIS summer, during National 
Allotments Week, many gardeners will 
be flying the flag for all those who love 
their allotments with commemorative 
events and grow-your-own celebrations. 

But the event organiser, the National 
Allotment Society, is also promoting 
a much more serious message, 
highlighting the need to strengthen the 
protection for our remaining allotment 
sites and emphasising the benefits 
allotments bring to people and the 
environment. 

Reports vary as to how many 
allotments there are in the UK today, 
with estimates ranging from 150,000 
to 300,000. 

In 1996 there were four people 
waiting for every 100 plots, but 
reports claim that has risen to 57 
today, as the economic downturn 
and television programmes such 
as Gardeners' World and The Big 
Allotment Challenge have encouraged 
people to try self-sufficiency. 

Allotments are protected by 
legislation, so if a statutory site - 
bought by the local council to use 
specifically for allotments - is sold 
off, the council is obliged to provide a 
replacement plot. However, what sort 
of site it is replaced with may be an 
issue for gardeners. 

Di Appleyard, the society's

marketing manager, explains: 

"Moving an allotment site could mean 
dismantling thriving, socially cohesive 
allotment communities that, as recent 
research has shown, are situated on 
land that is high in bio-diversity with 
healthy soil, producing a significant 
amount of locally grown food. 

"Although legislation dictates that 
the plot holders must be offered an 
alternative growing space, it does 
not take into account the historical 
value and sense of place of the site 
or the damage that is done to the 
existing social networks. This element 
needs to be recognised and existing 
allotment sites should be valued and 
protected from disruption." 

The real threat to plot holders, 
it seems, lies in the loss of council- 
owned land classed as a temporary 
site - which the council has claimed 
for something else, such as a 
school or a cemetery, but on which 
allotments have been built as a 
temporary measure. 

"In such cases, plot holders should 
get the land registered as a community 
asset, which will give them a level of 
protection," Appleyard advises. 

"A lot of councils have been

offloading allotments to groups of 
plot holders to self-manage. Locality, 
a network for community-led 
organisations (www.locality.org.uk) is 
a good starting point if you need help 
doing this." 

The society is concerned that the 


recent relaxation of the planning 
regulations, along with the pressure on 
local councils to build much-needed 
new homes, may result in more 
councils opting to sell allotment land 
rather than allocating previously used 
land for that purpose. 

"Don't wait for the rumours to start 
that an allotment in your area is going 
to be sold off to make a car park. 

Form an association or get together 
with other sites to get involved in 
a local plan. It's hard for a national 
organisation to lobby and change 


things because it's down to local 
councils to make their decisions about 
planning and development. Unless 
the community gets involved in it at 
an early stage, then it's probably too 
late," she adds. 

"An allotment association can 
be a really dynamic group, keeping 
allotments in the public eye, lobbying 
councillors and organising fund-raising 
charitable events."

FROM its visually stunning opening set to the 
funky strains of Come And Get Your Love by rock 
band Redbone, Guardians Of The Galaxy \ends 
the Marvel Comics universe a delightful retro 
twang. 

The sardonic anti-hero is seldom parted from his 
Walkman and he inspires his cohorts to greatness 
with repeated references to Kevin Bacon and 
Footloose. 

Abducted from his parents as a child and raised 
by thieves led by blue-skinned tyrant Yondu 
(Michael Rooker), Peter Quill (Chris Pratt) is a 
thief for hire who steals a mystical orb sought by 
sadistic warlord Ronan (Lee Pace) and his army of 
Sakaarans. 

Quill evades Ronan's clutches and eventually 
aligns himself with a motley crew of mercenaries 


comprising green-skinned assassin Gamora (Zoe 
Saldana), genetically engineered raccoon Rocket 
(voiced by Bradley Cooper), his tree-like sidekick 
Groot (voiced by Vin Diesel) and vengeance¬ 
seeking warrior Drax the Destroyer (Dave 
Bautista), whose entire family was slaughtered by 
Ronan. 

When Quinn learns the orb is an ancient 
artefact with the power to destroy the universe, 
he must put selfish desires to one side to repel 
Ronan and his underlings, including fearsome 
intergalactic hunter Korath (Djimon Hounsou). 

As the slick special effects attest, the budget for 
this intergalactic romp is big - and so too are the 
laughs, courtesy of director James Gunn and co¬ 
writer Nicole Perlman. 

Gunn certainly doesn't skimp on the spectacle. 

If anything, a couple of the outlandish set pieces 
are too long but he adds a comic twist to each 
deafening blast of pyrotechnics. 


Guardians Of The Galaxy is a blast. Pratt brings 
swagger and dry wit to his emotionally wounded 
hero, while Saldana adds sass and sex appeal to 
her otherworldly assassin. 

Bautista is marvellous as the hulk who takes 
everything literally but almost every scene is 
stolen by the computer-generated double-act of 
Rocket and Groot. 

Cooper voices his feisty gun-toting furball with 
a wonderful blend of defiance and sarcasm and 
breaks hearts when it seems that he might be 
separated from his beloved sidekick forever. 

Cameos from Benicio Del Toro and Glenn Close 
hint at a wider canvas of political intrigue that 
director Gunn will be keen to explore in a sequel 
pencilled in for release in 2017.

Eynon said: “It was a great day 
and the rain managed to hold off 
which was a massive bonus. The 
kids all left tired with a big smile 
on their faces and a certificate. 

“A massive thank you goes to 
the volunteers from across the 
club who helped pull this all 
together, making it such a suc¬ 
cess.”

summer holidays end and are 
held on Sundays.

Pitman signs off with 
great Games bronze

HARLOW judo star Faith Pitman 
told the Star she was “absolutely 
ecstatic” after winning a bronze 
medal at the Commonwealth 
Games and revealed it would prob¬ 
ably be her last fight. 

The 29-year-old member of 
Stebbing-based West Essex Judo 
Club was pitted against Australia’s 
Katharina Haecker in the second of 
two U-63 category bronze medal 
contests at the Scottish Exhibition 
Conference Centre. 

She immediately went on the 
offensive, making her attacking 
intent clear by pinning her oppo¬ 
nent to the mat, and then attempt¬ 
ing a number of throws. 

With one minute and 20 seconds 
of the fight remaining she finally 
got on the scoreboard with a waza- 
ari score and it proved to be enough 
as she held out for the bronze. 

Speaking moments after her vic¬ 
tory, Pitman said: “I’m absolutely 
ecstatic and really pleased. It was a 
really tough fight, I knew it would 
be going into it. 

“I think this will be the last time I 
fight. It’s definitely going out on a 
high. My first fight [against 
Canada’s Beatrice Valoir Fortier] 
didn’t go to plan, possibly I got too 
nervous, but I got into it. 

“The second fight [when she beat 
Malta’s Marcon Bezzina in the rep¬ 
echage contest] was really good, 


and so was this one. I kept control 
of it, I had to keep it clean which I 
did. 

“It’s so easy to fight with a crowd 
like this - it’s amazing.” 

Pitman said the win would mean 
a lot to her club, and boyfriend 
Thomas, a coach at the club, was 
there to witness her win. 

“My boyfriend has come up to 


watch. This is the highlight of my 
career. I’ve been training really 
hard it’s been my main focus for a 
while now.” 

Pitman was hugely enjoying the 
whole Commonwealth Games 
experience. 

“It’s been absolutely awesome. I 
went to the opening ceremony and 
people said I got on TV so it was 


fantastic. 

“I absolutely loved every minute 
of it. I’m going to enjoy the rest of it 
now. I’ll be supporting everyone 
else and hopefully we can get a few 
more medals.” 

England’s success will help raise 
the profile of the sport, something 
Pitman is delighted about, and 
encouraged people to get on the 
mats themselves. 

“I would say to youngsters just 
give judo a go - it’s absolutely bril¬ 
liant. It really helps build your char¬ 
acter, It’s great for self-confidence 
and self-defence, especially for 
girls,” she said. 

“Just look up your local club on 
the internet and join.” 

Haecker had earlier overcome 
England’s Katie Jemima Yeats- 
Brown, but then lost to Scot Sarah 
Clark. Ranked 30th in the world, 
she has dual German and Australian 
citizenship. 

The atmosphere in the arena was 
electric, and Pitman looked confi¬ 
dent as she strode in to enthusiastic 
rhythmic clapping. 

The contest was an entertaining 
one, and as the crowd sensed 
Pitman was in the ascendancy they 
cheered every time she attacked. 

Pitman quickly overcame the dis¬ 
appointment of her loss earlier in 
the day, when she was very down- 
beat. 

She said: “I’m most disappointed 
with my first fight - I let the pres¬ 
sure get to me.” 


Harten’s tears turn to joy as England close in on semis 


IT really was a case of mixed emotions for 
Harlow netball star Jo Harten as she helped 
put England on the verge of a semi-final 
place at the Commonwealth Games in 
Glasgow this week. 

The experienced goal shooter had a solid 
opening game against Wales which saw 
England cruise to a 65-25 victory.

It was a cruel blow for 25-year-old Harten, 
who had played a blinder in the first quarter 
especially, and was instrumental in putting 
England in the driving seat. 

England coach Anna Mayes was quick to 
praise Harten, saying she was a strong 
enough character to bounce back from the 
disappointment. 


“That will be tough in terms of that shot, 
but at end of day she also shot some beauti¬ 
ful goals to keep us in the game,” said 
Mayes. 

“She is a tough cookie and I expect her to 
bounce back - as will the whole team.” 

They did exactly that with a 41-35 triumph 
over South Africa, with Harten contributing 
20 goals. 

There was even better to come as England 
trounced Trinidad and Tobago 70-24 on 
Tuesday at the SECC. 

Harten had a scoring percentage rate of 81 
per cent as she sank 35 goals in 43 attempts 
in the one-sided affair. 

She also had five goal assists and four 
turnovers. 

“We dominated from the off. I think I went 
a bit up and down in that game. I’m still try¬ 
ing to get my mojo back.” 

Commenting onyesterday’s (Wednesday’s) 
game against bottom of the table Barbados, 
Harten said: “We’ll just go in with a bit of 
confidence and really take on the rest of this 
tournament. 

“We’re sending a good strong message that 
we’re still contenders for that medal.”

Osagie, a mem¬ 
ber of Harlow 
Athletic Club, fin- y 
ished third in 
1:49.06. 

The race was won 
by Australian Jeffrey 
Riseley, who clocked 
1:48.63. 

But, after reviewing foot- 
age of the race officials 
deemed Thomas, who was 
fourth, had been impeded by 
Osagie and was placed third 
behind Kenyan Ferguson 
Cheuiyot Rotich (1:48.70). 

The England team put in a 
counter-appeal for Osagie, but 
this was rejected and his disqual¬ 
ification stood. 

A furious Osagie posted on 
Twitter: “Unbelievable actions to 
get someone punished despite 
them not starting the whole 
thing.” 

Talking to the Star moments 
after the race - before news of his 
disqualification came through - 
he said: “I’ve just watched it in 
video. I felt great during the race. 
I felt I was in a good position to 
control without being at the front. 

“I felt like my old self getting on 
the shoulder of the leader. 

“As I came down the home 


straight I thought if there was 
going to be an attack it would be 
from the outside. 

“But I felt good to respond. Next 
thing I know I’m getting caught 
on the inside and caught my arms 
and my legs. 

“For the last 50, 20 metres I’m 
literally falling over. I did well to 
stay on my feet and get over the 
finish line. 

“I felt fine [during the race] as 
soon as it goes up to 1:48 or 1:49 
pace it brings everyone into the 
game because everyone can run 
that sort of time because that’s 
what you have to do to qualify. 

“I felt within myself -1 felt good. 


“I came to these championships 
and that’s what I like, I like cham¬ 
pionship racing I felt great. 

“I think I was well within my 
rights - I got tripped by someone 
else. 

“Literally by the time I got to the 
point where I was tripped I 
couldn’t even control which 
direction I was going in.” 

Osagie is no stranger to disqual¬ 
ifications, with the most recent 
one working in his favour. 

During this season’s World 
Indoor Championships in Poland 
he won bronze after home runner 
Marcin Lewandowski was dis¬ 
qualified for stepping into the 


infield. 

“It’s part and parcel of racing,” 
said Osagie, who exchanged a few 
terse words with Thomas after 
they crossed the line. 

Speaking before news of 
Osagie’s disqualification was 
confirmed, Darren Campbell, a 
former Olympic relay gold medal¬ 
list who is commentating for the 
BBC, told the Star: “It would be 
harsh if he was disqualified. 

“It looked like half a dozen of 
one and all that. I don’t think 
Osagie went to close the door 
knowing he could block off 
Thomas, he just went to close the 
door and then they collided.”
